ing underground.

A little after midnight 
the town was startled from its sleep by a re­ 
port that sounded like the rumbling of an 
earthquake followed by a clap of thunder. 
Soon a messenger came from the mines, three- 
quarters of a mile away, with information to 
the superintendent that there had been a terri­ 
ble explosion there. The superintendent and 
Others went to the mines at once, and the 
scenes there were indescribale. 
Such a perfect scene of destruction is bard 
to picture. The passages in the mine have 
been entirely destroyed, and the entire hill 
Will have to be excavated to get to some of 
the chambers, The fact that the mine is on 
fire makes tile operation of rescuing all the 
more difficult. 
If possible what is left of it 
will be flooded as the quickest way of ex­ 
tinguishing the flames, which, if not inter­ 
rupted, will consume the last vestige of the 
buried unfortunates.

BLACK HILLS FREIGHT. 
The Northern Pacific has finally 
been successful in establishing a 
new’ route to the Black Hills in or­ 
der to relieve th® merchants of that 
country from the heavy bondage 
they have been laboring unde r for 
several vears past. 
The nerr route 
will be via the Northern Pacific to 
Dickinson or Medora, and. thence 
by w agon to Deadwoed. 
Yester­ 
day arrangement* were perfected 
whereby the Northern Pacific is 
enabled to announce a through rate 
from Chicago to either of the two 
|joints on its road above mentioned 
These negotiations were first made 
with the Rock Island, but since 
their completion have been thrown 
open to both Northwestern and 
Milwaukee & St. Paul. 
Yesterday 
two trafiics were issued, one by the 
Northern Pacific and Rock Island 
and the other by the Northern Pa­ 
cific, the Omaha and Northwestern. 
The tarriffs quote a rate of 75 cents 
per 100 pounds from Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee, Racine, Racine Junction, 
or Ktnoslia, to Dickinson or Medo­ 
ra. 
The rate applies to all freights 
except explosives and freight clas­ 
sified higher than first-class will be 
charged accordingly, considering 
the rate above mentioned as first- 
class.

WATTERSON EXPLAINS IT, 


H o rrib le D isa ste r by F ire-D am p In • 
V irg in ia Cent P it. 
Ltnchbcbo, Va., March 14.—A few min 
otes past midnight Thursday morning the 
little village grouped around the mines at Po­ 
cahontas, Tars well county, was aroused by a 
terrific explosion, which shook every founda­ 
tion and aroused the sleeping families of the 
150 miners constituting the night force work­ 
ing underground. 
A 
telegram 
from 
Pocahontas 
is as 
follows: 
“Tho 
night 
relief went into 
the 
mines 
at 
the 
usual 
hour 
at 
night, 150 strong. 
A little after midnight 
the town was startled from its sleep by a re­ 
port that sounded like the rumbling of an 
earthquake followed by a clap of thunder. 
Soon a messenger came from the minos, three- 
quarters of a mile away, with information to 
the superintendent that there had been a terri­ 
ble explosion there. The superintendent and 
Others went to the mines at once, and the 
•cenes there were indescribale. 
Such a perfect scene of destruction is bard 
to picture. The passages in the mine have 
been entirely destroyed, and the entire hill 
Will have to be excavated to get to some of 
the chambers, The fact that the mine is on 
fire makes the operation of rescuing all the 
more difficult. If possible what is left of it 
will be flooded as the quickest way of ex­ 
tinguishing the flames, which, if not inter­ 
rupted, will consume the last vestige of the 
buried unfortunates. 
Later dispatches received by the United 
Press from Pocahontas states that the gloom 
cast over the village by the mine catastro­ 
phe increases rather then diminishes as the 
results of the explosion l»ecome known. The 
work of recovering the bodies of the unfortu­ 
nate

is 
progressing 
as 
fast 
as 
possible 'under 
the 
circumstances. 
Superintendent Lathrop and a rescuing party 
of 
experienced miners from Chesterfield 
county are here at work, and have succeeded 
in recovering the remains of a number of 
dead. Nearly all the bodies are mangled, 
some beyond recognition. 
Many of the 
bodies are separated from the heads, necessi­ 
tating the removal of the corpses in pieces. 
The wives and children of the many victims 
are at the scene of tbe disaster, and their 
geief heartrending. 
Petersburg, Va., March 15. — Neither 
words nor telegram convey to the slightest 
degree the destruction wrought in the mines 
of the Bou til west Virginia Improvement com­ 
pany at Pocahontas by the explosion there 
on Thursday night. N<5fr can pen describe 
the anguish and sadness that pervade the 
little hamlet. The scenes around the mines 
have been the saddest that the human mind 
can conceive or the fancy paint 
One hundred and five of the miners are 
known to be lost, and, to make the disaster 
more awful, tbe bodies of tbe victims will be 
cremated, as the mines have been sealed and 
are now on fire and burning furiously. The

H e Tell® th e H enate C om m ittee Mis 
V iew s o f S e w f C opyright. 
W ashington Crnr, 
March 15.—Henry 
Watterson appeared before tbe joint commit­ 
tee oa the library and made an argument in 
support of the newspaper copyright bill. 
In 
answer to an inquiry by members of the oom- 
mittee, Mr. Watterson said the misapprehen­ 
sion with recrard to the scope of the bill had 
grown out of the fact that the original draft 
provided for exclusiveness in published mat­ 
ter for a period of forty-eight hours, which 
time was subsequently reduced to twenty four 
hours. Both forms were impracticable and un­ 
necessary, Mr. Watterson said, and presented 
a bill granting copyright for eight hours, 
which was all that was sought by ti» pro­ 
moters of the measure. Its object was sim­ 
ply to prevent the pirating of uews and its 
concurrent publication. 
He illustrated the 
purpose of the bill and the evil it was de­ 
signed to correct by numerous examples. Ho 
•aid it did not act as a bar to reproduction 
by afternoon 
newspapers of the matter 
which appeared in the morning papers, and 
could not in the remotest degree affect what 
is known as the “country press.” 
It simply provides that from the hour of 
going to press a newspaper or au association 
of newspapers shall have the exclusive right 
to tho use and profit of the matter they have 
bought and paid for. For instance, if a 
newspaj>er goes to press at 3 o'clock the eight- 
hour term expires at 11.

no bar to the publication of news from 
morning 
papers 
by 
afternoon 
papers. 
Suppose, for instance, I publish a paper 
in 
New York and I engage a King- 
lake and send him to the Soudan. He, by 
enterprise, great outlay and good fortune, 
succeeds in furnishing me a page of matter 
describing a great battle in that country.

Home Sweet Thins® in Explosives. 
New York, March 14. — A dynamiter 
who is to sail for Liverpool Saturday, ex­ 
hibited the latest dynamite machine. One 
was fashiouod like a cigar, and was small 
enough to be carried in the vest-pocket, while 
the other was a brass thing not unlike a 
faucet. 
“This,” said the Fenian, “is our new Aus­ 
trian bomb, chiefly Intended for resisting at­ 
tack by squads of police or soldiers, for hurl­ 
ing down into court-yards or inclosures 
when filled with men, and would be useful in 
paved assembly-rooms or the parliament 
houses. It is a cylinder five inches long with 
screw end. In the head, or core, is placed 
this”—taki»g out a porcelain tube with a 
plunger in its 
base. “This hollow is filled 
with quicksilver, to give weight and direc­ 
tion in throwing. Tho explosihn will destroy 
life 
within 
ten feet. 
The 
material 
used 
is “handyheavy,” a 
concentrated 
panerastile. This,”

like thing in his hand, 
“provides,

action, of a measured diaphram, for tho com­ 
ing together of another acid and a fulminate 
in contact with nitro-glycerine.

W ashington City, March IO.—In the 
senate, two resolutions were introduced for a 
constitutional amendment to make only gold 
and silver a legal tender for the payment of 
debts. A bill was reported for the sale of 
the Cherokee Indian reservation in Kansas, 
and a measure was introduced to dispose of 
the Kickapoo diminished reserv ation in the 
same state. 
Three hours were spent in 
debate on the Mexican treaty, in secret ses­ 
sion, and there is every probability of speedy 
action on the document. 
In the house of representatives, bills were 
introduced to incorporate the Yellowstone 
Park and the Spokane 
Falls and Coeur 
d’Alene roads, and to grant the right of way 
through Indian territory to the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott A Gulf, the St. Louis A Baxter 
Springs, and the St. Joseph & Rio Grande 
roads.

tnessage was received from the president 
transmitting documents from the secretary 
of state relative to the reeolution on the death 
of Herr Lasker. Hiacock offered a resolution 
expressing stir pries and regret that the chan­ 
cellor of Germany should return a friendly 
and respectful communication, and reiterat­ 
ing expressions of regret at the demise of 
Edouard Lasker and of sympathy with the 
parliament of which he was a member. 
W ashington City, March ll. —In the sen­ 
ate Allison presented a memorial from tile 
legislature of Iowa asking the passage of a 
law to regulate fares and freights by rail­ 
road.

An adverse report was 
handed in on the bill ho construct a macadam­ 
ised road from Memphis to the National 
cemetery. Debate in committee of tile whole 
on the postoffice appropriation bill degener­ 
ated into the line of argument common a t 
ward meetings. 
W a s h in g t o n City, March 12.—In the 
senate a joint reeolution was introduced for 
a constitutional amendment fixing the term 
of the president at six yean, and making 
him ineligible for re-election. Bills were In­

that the people of Illinois and other states 
were becoming alarmed, and argued that the 
appropriation should not be confined to Kan­ 
sas.

An adjotirnment to Monday 
was taken. 
The house, in committee of the whole, dis 
cussed for hours the bill granting a pension 
of $2,500 per year to the sole surviving grand­ 
child of Thomas Jefferson, the objection be­ 
ing that the precedent would establish a civil 
pension list, and finally struck out the enact­ 
ing clause, by a vote of 129 to 60. The 
speaker presented a communication from the 
secretary of war, asking the appropriation 
of $220,800 for the erection in San Fran­ 
cisco of additional buildings for the military 
headquarters. An evening session was held 
for the consideration of pension bills. 
W ashington Citt, March 15.—In tile 
house the morning hour was dispensed with 
and the house went into committee of the 
whole, Blount in the chair, on the postoffice 
appropriation bill, and worked at it all day. 
An attempt to strike out the provision that

A bill was reported for the sale of 
the Cherokee Indian reservation in Kansas, 
and a measure was introduced to dispose of 
the Kickapoo diminished reservation in the 
same state. 
Three hours were spent in 
debate on the Mexican treaty, in secret ses­ 
sion, and there is every probability of speedy 
action on the document. 
In the house of representatives, bills were 
introduced to incorporate the Yellowstone 
Park and the Spokane 
Falls and Coeur 
d’Alene roads, and to grant the right of way 
through Indian territory to the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott & Gulf, the St. Louis A Baxter 
Springs, and the St. Joseph A Rio Grande 
roads. Two constitutional amendments were

A bill ww intro­ 
duced granting copyright to newspapers. A 
piessage was received from the president 
transmitting documenta from the secretary 
of state relative to the resolution on the doatn 
of Herr Lasker. Hiscock offered a resolution 
expressing surprise and regret that the chan­ 
cellor of Germany should return a friendly 
and respectful communication, and reiterat­ 
ing expressions of regret at the demlae of 
Edouard Lasker and of sympathy with the 
parliament of which he was a member. 
W ashington City, March U .—In the sen­ 
ate Allison presented a memorial from the 
legislature of Iowa asking the pasmge of a 
law to regulate fares and freights by rail­ 
road.

BUls were intr - 
duced to suspend the coinage of standard 
silver dollars for two years, for a public 
building at Sacramento, and to improve low- 
water navigation on the Mississippi river 
from New Orleans to Cairo. In executive 
session the Mexican treaty was tiadfie.r 
In the house of representatives, majority 
and minority reports were made on the Mor­ 
rison tariff bill An act to place the name of 
George W. Getty on the retired list as major 
general was favorably reported, as also a 
measure for the sale of the Kickapoo reser­ 
vation in Kansas. 
An adverse report was 
handed in on the bill to construct a macadam­ 
ized road from Memphis to the National 
cemetery. Debate in committee of the whole 
on the postoffioe appropriation bill degener­ 
ated into the line of argument common at 
ward meetings. 
W ashington City, March 12.—In the 
senate a joint resolution was introduced for 
a constitutional amendment fixing the term 
of the president at six yean, and making 
him ineligible for re-election.

Congor said con­ 
tagion was spreading over the country while 
senators discussed constitutional principles. 
Bayard thought the government could not 
enter the states and kill and pay for die- 
cased cattle. An adjournment to Monday 
was taken. 
The house, in committee of the whole, dis 
cussed for hours the bill granting a pension 
of $2,500 per year to the sole surviving grand­ 
child of Thomas Jefferson, the objection be­ 
ing that the precedent would establish a civil 
pension list, and finally struck out the enact­ 
ing clause, by a vote of 129 to 60. The 
speaker presented a communication from the 
secretary of war, asking the appropriation 
of $220,800 for the erection in San Fran­ 
cisco of additional buildings for the military 
headquarters. An evening session was held 
for the consi deration of pension bills. 
W ashington C u t, March 15.—In the 
house the morning hour was dispensed with 
and the house went into committee of the 
whole, Blount in the chair, on the postoffice 
appropriation bill, and worked at it all day.

BLACK HILLS FREIGHT, 
The Northern Pacific has finally 
been successful in establishing a 
new route to the Black Hills in or­ 
der to relieve the merchants of that 
country from the heavy bondage 
they have been laboring unde r for 
several vears past. 
The new/ route 
will be via the Northern Pacific to 
Dickinson or Medora, and. thence 
by w agon to Deadwo^d. 
Yester­ 
day arrangement* were perfected 
whereby the Northern Pacific is 
enabled to announce a through rate 
from Chicago to either of the two 
points on its road above mentioned 
These negotiations were first made 
with the Rock Island, but since 
their completion have been thrown 
open to both 
Northwestern and 
Milwaukee & St. Paul. 
Yesterday 
tw o traffics were issued, one by the 
Northern Pacific and Rock Island 
and the other by the Northern Pa­ 
cific, the Omaha and Northwestern. 
The tarriffs quote a rate of 75 cents 
per 100 pounds from Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee, Racine, Racine Junction, 
or Kenosha, to Dickinson or Medo­ 
ra. 
The rate applies to all freights 
except explosives and freight clas­ 
sified higher than first-class will be 
charged accordingly, 
considering 
the rate above mentioned as first- 
class^ 
The local rate over the N. 
P. 011 Black Hills freight will be 50 
cents per 100 pounds to Dickinson 
or Medora. 
What the rate from

ber of physicians who receive di­ 
plomas annually. 
The increase is 
not so alarming, however, as the 
circumstance that no movement is 
apparent to leugthen tho terms ot 
tuition in the schools. 
In most of 
these 
institutions 
a 
two-years’ 
course, embracing short, compre­ 
hensive and harried lectures during 
twenty or thirty weeks, constitute 
all the training the young doctor 
has to fit himself for his life work. 
He can study by himself, and in 
an office suppliment the shortcom­ 
ings of the schools. 
But this is 
criminally insufficient. 
There is 
to-day a need of doctors. 
No 
community has more than can be 
well supported, in comparison with 
the 
support 
given 
members of 
other paefessions. 
One physician 
to 1,000 people it not too great a 
proportion, and is will be found 
that this does not exist as an 
average 
throughout 
the United 
States. 
While there 
is this de 
mand for medical service of the 
best skilled class, there should be 
a strict expectation of the highest 
talent in the graduates from the 
sehools of acknowiedge position and 
rank. 
The medical schools might 
w ell adopt the rigid preliminary 
examinations required at colleges 
and universities. 
In thi§ way the 
best talent would be siften out 
from the unfitted, and the grade o 
men sent forth to work on life 
and limb would be more and more 
worthy of prompt confidence as 
the classes are set out from year to 
year.

H orrible D isaster by Fire-D am p in a 
V irgin ia Coal P it. 
L ynchburg, V a., M arch 14.—A few m in 
utes past m idnight T hursday m orning the 
little village grouped around the mines a t Po­ 
cahontas, Tazswell county, was aroused by a 
terrific explosion, which shook every founda­ 
tion and aroused t he sleeping families of the 
150 m iners constituting the night force w ork­ 
ing underground.

telegram 
from 
Pocahontas 
is as j 
follows:

night

night, 150 strong. 
A little after m idnight 
the tow n was startled from its sleep by a re­ 
port th a t sounded like the rum bling of an 
earthquake followed by a clap of thunder. 
Soon a messenger cam e from the mines, three- ! 
quarters of a mile aw av, w ith inform ation to 
the superintendent th a t there had been a te rri­ 
ble explosion there. 
The superintendent and 
others went to the mines a t once, and tho 
scenes there were indescribale. 
Such a perfect scene of destruction is hard 
to picture. The passages in the m ine have j 
been entirely destroyed, and the entire hill 
will have to be excavated to get to some of 
the chambers, 
The fact th a t the m ine is on 
fire makes the operation of rescuing all the 
more difficult. 
If possible w hat is left of it 
will be flooded as the quickest way of ex­ 
tinguishing the flames, which, if not inter­ 
rupted, will consume the last vestige of the 
buried unfortvinates. 
L ater dispatches received by the United 
Press from Pocahontas states th a t the gloom 
cast over the village by the mino catastro­ 
phe increases rath er then diminishes as the 
results of the explosion become known. 
The 
work of recovering the bodies of the un fo rtu ­ 
nate 
m iners 
is 
progressing 
as 
fast 
as 
possible 'under 
the 
circumstances. 
Superintendent L athrop and a rescuing party 
of 
experienced m iners from 
Chesterfield 
county are here a t work, and have succeeded 
in recovering the rem ains of a num ber of 
dead. 
Nearly all the Ixxlies are m angled, 
some beyond recognition. 
Many of the 
bodies ore separated from the heads, necessi­ 
tating the rem oval of the corpses in pieces. 
The wives and children of the m any victim s 
are a t the scene of the disaster, and their 
geief heartrending.

words nor telegram convey to the slightest 
degreo the destruction w rought in the mines 
of the Bouthwest V irginia Im provem ent com­ 
pany a t Pocahontas by the explosion there 
on Thursday night.

little ham let. 
The scenes around the mines 
have been the saddest th a t the hum an m ind 
can conceive or the fancy paint. 
One hundred and five of the m iners are 
known to be lost, and, to m ake tho disaster 
more aw ful, the bodies of the victims will be 
crem ated, as the mines have been sealed and 
are now on fire and burning furiously.

grown out of the fact th a t the original draft 
provided for exclusiveness in published m at­ 
ter for a period of forty-eight hours, which 
tim e was subsequently reduced to tw enty four 
hours. Both form s were im practicable and un­ 
necessary, Mr. W atterson said, and presented 
a bill granting copyright for eight hours, 
which was all th a t was sought by the pro­ 
m oters of the measure. 
Its object was sim­ 
ply to prevent the pirating of news and its 
concurrent publication. 
He illustrated the 
purpose of the bill and the evil it was de­ 
signed to correct by num erous examples. He 
said it did not act as a b ar to reproduction 
by afternoon 
new spapers of 
the m atter 
which appeared in the m orning papers, aud 
could not in the rem otest degree affect w hat 
is known as the “country press. ” 
It sim ply provide* th a t from the hour of 
going to press a new spaper or an association 
of newspapers shall have the exclusive right 
to tho use and profit of the m atter they have 
bought and paid for. 
For instance, if a 
new spaper goes to press at 3 o’clock the eight- 
hour term expires a t 11. 
This makes 
no bar to the publication of news from

by
